l-ETC(PN)/62, dated the 1st January, 1962, announcing the export policy of 
Groundnut Oil. 

2. Intending exporters are hereby informed that applications for export of 
Groundnut oil in terms of the aforesaid Public Notice will be entertained by 
Saturday the 3rd March, 1962. It is, therefore, in the interest of the exporters 
that they submit the applications so as to reach this office by Saturday the 
3rd March, 1962. 

3. The applications in the prescribed form should be accompanied by a T.tt. 
for the appropriate amount and valid I.V.C. No. and should also be supported by 
a Certificate from the Development Wing/Director of Industries of the State 
concerned, showing (a) the name of the product in which Groundnut Oil has been 
used; (b) the quantity of Groundnut Oil used in the manufacture of soap and other 
product® during the calendar year 1961. The applicants should also indicate the 
name of the country/countries and the price at which they want to export the 
iQroundnut Oil and (c) the name of the cheaper oil and It* landed cost which Is 
to be imported.
